SUNDAY SCHOOL 


We Should Help To Get New 
Schools.

In a previous action of the 
General Assembly it was advised 
that the Sunday schools tithe 
all offerings or money given to 
the Sunday school. This was 
kept up for some time, and it 
appeared that every Sunday 
school participated, but in the 
last year or so some have neg- 
lected this, therefore, this fund 
has dropped off to the detriment 
of new Sunday school work. 

Now I want to make this ap- 
peal to the superintendents, 
that you pay special attention 
to this, and insist that the secre- 
tary send one-tenth of Sunday 
school receipts to Headquarters. 
You may think that your school 
is so small that you can’t afford 
to do this. I would just state 
that this would make it no hard- 
er on the weaker schools than 
on the stronger, because if you 
only receive one dollar you are 
only due to pay ten cents, but 
the stronger school that collects 
five dollars in offerings will be 
due to pay fifty cents. 

You may wonder why the As- 
sembly has passed this and 
made a ruling to this effect. 
Here it is, they saw that the 
more Sunday schools we could 

















get organized, the greater rap)- | 


dity would the church increase. 
A good, live Sunday school in 
the church helps to keep the 
church alive. A good live Sun- 
day school in a new field will 
help the Church of God minis- 
ters to break in and to get a 
church established. Now in or- 
der to help in this great work 
the Assembly has promised to 
furntsh each new Sunday school 
with literature for the first quar- 
ter. We can’t do this unless the 
Sunday schools keep up the 
tithe of offerings. When the

ficient Evidence of Salvation. 
Church Should Withdraw 
from Those Who Are 
Wrohg, and Cannot 
Be Restored. 





“Shall we keep a record of 
the names of-the members of 
the church?” This question is 
often asked with a suggestion 
that the names written in heav- 
en in the “book of life” is all we 
need, and it is wrong to have 
our names placed on a church 
book here on the earth. 


In answer to the above ques- 
tion, I would say that I see no 
teaching or reason against the 
keeping of a regular record of 
names. The teaching of the 
Scripture all the way through is 
rather favorable. The names of 
the Apostles are recorded in 
more than one place. At Acts 
1:13 special mention of names 
is given, and in the next verse 
special mention is made of the 
Lord’s mother, giving her name, 
and in the fifteenth verse, in- 
stead of giving all the names, 
Luke says “the number of 
names together were about one 
hundred and twenty.” In writ- 
ing to the pastor of the church 
at Sardis, John was command- 
ed to say, Rev. 3:4, “Thou hast 
a few names,” as if the pastor 
of the church had a record of 
the names of the members of 
the church at that place. 


If we are exhorted to follow 
after the pattern of heavenly 
things, then as our names are 
written in heaven we_ should 
surely have them enrolled here. 
In setting up the tabernacle for 
the worship of God by the 
church in the wilderness, Moses 
was commanded to make all 
things according to the pattern 
shown him in the Mount. Heb. 
8:5. At Rev. 3:5 the héavenly 
Messenger gives us to under- 
stand that for a failure to over- 
come, names will be blotted out 
of the book of life. This is in 
harmony with Paul’s_ teaching 
for us at 1 Cor. 5:13, where he 
said, ‘‘Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked 
person.” His name then must 
have been blotted off the church 
roll. Other scriptures gWe this 
same thought. Common reason 
teaches that if I am a member

How would he have 
known they were members of 
the church of which he was pas- 
tor had he not had their names 
on record? The Bible is full of 
records. In fact it is-a book of 
records. In Bible times they 
were very careful to keep a rec- 
ord of names as well as events, 
happenings, deliberations of the 
Assemblies and churches, and 
the miracles, incidents and 
teaching. How would we have 
known anything about such 
men as Ignatius, Bishop of An- 
tioch, who lived and did his 
wonderful work soon after the 
close of the writings of Scrip- 
ture; and Polycarp, Bishop of 
the church at Smyrna, who 
while in Rome about A. D. 150, 
did not hesitate to. denounce 
those who had departed from 
the true Apostolic doctrine; and 
Origen, Eusebius, John Huss, 
Martin Luther and many others, 
had it not been for the making 
and preserving of records? 


It is true that to have one’s 
name on a church roll is not 
sufficient evidence of salvation, 
but it is evident that this is a 
part of the work of the church. 
No name should be entered on 
the church roll until the per- 
son- gives evidence of salvation. 
neither should a name continue 
to remain on the roll if the per- 
son has gone back into sin and 
refuses to repent, straighten up 
his life and live for God. If one 
who is a member should be 
overcome and s¢t back into sin, 
proper steps should be taken by 
the church to restore him, but 
if after having complied with 
the Scriptural directions he is 
still not restored, then it is the 
duty of the church to disfellow- 
ship him and blot his name from 
the church roll. “Now we com- 
mand you, brethren, in the 
name of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
that ye withdraw yourselves 
from every brother that walketh 
disorderly, and not after the 
traditions which he received of 
us.” 2 Thes. 3:6. The Syriac 
New Testament gives this same 
verse in such plain words that 
there is no need of a misunder- 
standing—‘‘And we enjoin upon 
you, my brethren, in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Messiah, that you withdraw 
from every brother who walk- 
eth wickedly, and not according 
to the precepts which ye receiv- 
ed from us.”—Selected.

“Let us be glad and rejoice, 
and give honor to him: for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, 
and his wife hath made herself 
ready. And to her was granted 
that she should be arrayed in 
fine linen, clean and white: for 
the fine linen is the righteous- 
ness of the saints. And he said 
unto me, Write, Blessed are 
they which are called unto the 
marriage supper of the Lamb.” 
Rev. 19:7-9, 

In days of old it seemed to be 
a custom when there was a 
wedding to have a marriage 
feast. When Sampson married, 
his marriage feast lasted seven 
days. In Matt. 22. Jesus liken- 
ed the kingdom of heaven unto 
a certain king which made a 
marriage for his son, and when 
all things were ready and the 
wedding furnished with guest 
the king came in to see the 
guest, and there he saw a man 
which had not on a_ wedding 
garment, and the king said un- 
to him, ‘Friend, how camest 
thou in hither not having a wed- 
ding garment? And he was 
speechless. Then said the king 
to the servants bind him hand 
and foot, and take him a way, 
and.cast him into outer dark-~ 
ness; there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth.” 

The Church in the Bible is re- 
ferred to as the body of Christ, 
and Christ is the son of the su- 
preme King and in these latter 
days the Church is fast dressing 
herself in wedding garments 
pure and white, making herself 
ready for the return of the bride 
groom, and some of these times 
when she is fully matured and 
sufficiently dressed the Father 
will present her to His Son with- 
out spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing, and somewhere in the 
heavenly clime will begin the 
greatest marriage feast that has 
ever been known. 

Often times I have wondered 
what they would have to eat, 
but whether natural food or not, 
I am sure the table will be boun- 
tifully supplied with every kind 
of spiritual blessings, and all 
who are present will be filled 
with joy and gladness and there 
will be no more hunger and 
thirsting for those who avail 
themselves of the grand privi- 
lege of accepting the invitation. 

“Come, my people, enter thou 
inf® thy chambers, and shut thy 
doors about thee: hide thy selr 
as it were for a little moment, 
until the indignation be over- 
past. For, behold, the Lord 
cometh out of his place to pun- 
ish the inhabitants of the earth 
for their iniquity.” Isa. 26:20, 
21. 

Come my people, is the invita~ 
tion given at the last trumpet 
to the people of God when Je- 
sus comes after his bride to at- 
tend the marriage supper of the 
Lamb, and at this summons, 
those who are ready and suffi- 
ciently dressed will respond and 
go to meet the Lord in the air, 
and will take their places in 


their chambers which is a soft] . 


hiding place where the supper 
will be enjoyed, and the saints 
protected, while the Lord pours 
out his fury indignation upon 
the inhabitants of the earth. 

The little moment referred to 
is the period of the feast, or the 
time the saints will be in the 
air, and the length of this time 
from the reading of the 9th 
chapter of Daniel seems to be 
one week, that is seven years, 
and in the midst of the week we 
learn in the 27th verse he (anti- 
christ) will cause the: sacrifice 
and the oblation to cease and 
the next forty two months, or 
three years and one-half will be 
that awful tribulation that Je- 
sus had reference to when he 
said, ‘““‘Watch ye therefore, and 
pray always, that ye may be ac- 
counted worthy to escape all 
these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the 
Son of man.” Luke 21:36. 

Those who are worthy to es- 
cape these things, and are able 
to stand before the Son of man 
at the marriage supper shall be 
called blessed and will there re- 
ceive their reward according as 
their works have been. “Be- 
hold, I ¢ome quickly; and my 
reward is with me, to give ev- 
ery man according as his works 
Shall be.” Rev, 22:12.

Scriptures in proving that the

riage supper, we will notice that 
when He comes He will have 
the rewards with Him: and at 
His coming will be the resur- 
rection of the just and at this 
resurrection the righteous will 
be recompensed. From reading 
the two above Scriptures one 
might think that the rewards 
will be given before arriving at 
the. marriage supper, but in 
Matt. 5:12. Jesus 
joice, and be exceeding glad for 
great is your reward in heaven.” 
So to harmonize the three pass- 
ages we would believe’ that 
about “the first thing after ai- 


riving at this great meeting in | 


the air will begin the judgment 
of rewards, and every man. 
woman, boy and girl, will re- 
ceive their reward according as 
their works have been while 
living on earth: so if we desire 
a bright and starry crown at 
that day we should ever be obe- 
dient, busy at work, and willing 
to bear any hardships that 
might come our way. After 
Paul had labored so faithfully 
in the vineyard of the Lord for 
many years bearing great per- 
secutions and often times hun- 
gry and bare of clothes, he look- 
ed forward to that great meet-

record in the following words: 


“T have fought a good fight, T| 


have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith; henceforth there 
is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness. which the Lord, 
the righteous judge shall give 
me at that day: and not to me 
only, but unto all them that 
also love his appearing.” 2 
Tim. 4:7, 8. 

While John was on the isle of 

Patmos, God gave him a vision 
of this great meeting in the air, 
which he describes in Rey. 4. 
He said there was a door open 
in heaven and the first voice 
said unto him, “Come up hither, 
and I will shew you things to 
come which must be hereafter.” 
And immediately John was in 
the spirit, and he saw the throne 
of God and Him sitting thereon, 
and round about the throne was
